biblical teachings. 


Discerning the Truth 


At the heart of this matter lies a fundamental question: Are these sacred sites truly holy grounds, sanctified by 
the presence of God? While proponents argue fervently in favor, it is essential to approach this issue with 
discernment and a commitment to biblical truth. Scripture unequivocally states in John 4:21-24, "Jesus declared, 
‘Believe me, woman, a time is coming when you will worship the Father neither on this mountain nor in 
Jerusalem... God is spirit, and his worshipers must worship in spirit and in truth." This declaration by our Lord 
challenges the notion that God's presence is confined to specific geographical locations or man-made 


structures.

Clarifying the Identity of Mary and Beware of Traps 


It is crucial to address the identity attributed to Mary within certain traditions. While revered as the Virgin Mary, 
it is essential to recognize her association with Semiramis, known as the Queen of Heaven in ancient pagan 
worship. Jeremiah /:18 warns against worshiping the Queen of Heaven, stating, "The children gather wood, the 
fathers light the fire, and the women knead the dough to make cakes for the Queen of Heaven; they pour out 
drink offerings to other gods to arouse my anger.” This distinction serves as a cautionary reminder for believers 


to discern the spiritual origins of purported apparitions and encounters. 


A Call to Worship in Truth and Spirit 


In conclusion, while the allure of sacred sites may be compelling, Christians must anchor their faith in the 
unchanging truth of Scripture. The invitation of Jesus to worship in spirit and truth beckons believers to 
transcend physical confines and embrace a profound spiritual reality. Let us heed the apostle Paul's exhortation 
in Romans 12:2, "Do not conform to the pattern of this world, but be transformed by the renewing of your mind. 
Then you will be able to test and approve what God's will is—his good, pleasing and perfect will." May we 


prayerfully discern God's will and worship Him with hearts attuned to His truth and Spirit, wherever we may be. 
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
